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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 05/20/03 has been entered. 



Status of Claims 

2. Claims 15-16 are pending. There was some confusion over what claims were pending in 
the application as evidenced by Applicant's statement in Paper # 17 (filed 08/29/02) that there 
were no claims 14,15 on record, and Applicant's subsequent statement in Paper #21 (filed 
05/20/03) that said claims were filed in a preliminary amendment in Paper #14 (filed 03/14/03). 
The confusion was propagated by the temporary disappearance of said preliminary amendment 
from the application files of both the examiner and the Applicant. 

3. Claim 2 was previously cancelled in Paper # 6 (filed 1 1/08/00). 
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Rejections Withdrawn 

4. The 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection in Paper # 18 (mailed 1 1/20/02) has been withdrawn due 
to the new rejections below. 



New Rejections 
Double Patenting 

5. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1 994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

6. Claims 1,3-11, 15-16 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-16 of U.S. Patent No. 5,733,059 in 
view of US 5,612,104. US 5,612,104 is directed to a shrinkable casing comprising a mixture of 
partially aromatic polyamide and/or copolyamide in amounts to 60 %, and other layers of 
polyamide and polyolefin ('104, column 5, lines 1-68 and column 6, lines 1-30) and compensates 
for the failure of US 5,733,059 to teach that the casing may be manufactured wherein the 
shrinkage is adjusted in the range between 0 to 20 %, measured in water at 80 °C (before 
stuffing), and that the casing is made by extruding through a heated ring die (annular slot die) 



and rapidly cooling to maintain the polymers in an amorphous state, heating and stretching the 
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extruded casing by blow molding (hot air and simultaneous biaxial stretching by means of an 
entrapped air bubble, and then partially thermosetting the stretched tube to adjust the amount of 
shrinkage capability ('104, column 6, lines 50-68 and column 7, lines 1-25). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 1, 3-11, 15-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In independent claims 1,15, formula (III) has a symbol "X" 
in capital font which is not defined. The only reference to X in the specification is on page 8 
where X = O wherein O is an oxygen group according to the standard chemical symbol.

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 3-11, 15-16 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
